W ashington, August *1 1 .— In an 
effort to m eet the demands of the 
new budget operated by Charles C. 
Dawes, navy bureau chiefs are en­ 
gaged today in slashing 
expendi­ 
tures and estim ates. 
Chiefs of bureaus are 
meeting 
daily to thresh out the problems 
of curtailed running expenses and 
to draw up estim ates of their needs 
for presentation later, 
under 
the 
new budget requirem ents. 
The results have been reflected 
so fa r in the reduction of naval air 
stations, three having been closed 
to date, w ith a saving of $204,000, 
and there is a move under way now 
to reduce very considerably the re­ 
m aining num ber of stations. It is 
expected th a t the saving next year 
from this cource will approxim ate 
$400,200. A full report on the avia­ 
tion policy to be 
followed 
under 
the new b u re a tff aeronautics is-to 
be m ade today. This 
report 
will 
disclose the num ber of stations to 
be m aintained, the departm ent 
of 
the* personnel of those

freight rates on road building ma­ 
terials, it is announced. 
‘High freight rates are a m ater­ 
ial factor in keeping up prices on 
practically all commodities,”

clared Governor Davis, who

asked State Director of Agriculture 
Tabor and officials of 
the 
Ohio 
Farm Bureau Federation and of the 
Ohio Grange to select experts 
to 
submit the agriculture case to the 
Utilities Commission. 
“The effects of high freight rates 
to the farmers is not only burden­ 
some generally, but

furnishing General Wood an opportunity to play the role of peace-1 
maker between the Moros and the Filipinos. 
According to re­ 
ports from the Wood-Forbes mission, which now’ is engaged in 
three weeks’ investigation there General Wood has been em phasis-( 
ing the fact that the Moros and the Filipinos are one race, with 
common ancestors, despite the fact that the Moros are Moham­ 
medans and the Filipinos Christians. 
The Mindanao Province problem admittedly is one of th e’ 
chief stumbling blocks in the way of granting the Filipinos th eir 
independence. 
For many centuries the fierce Moro pirates raided' 
the coasts of the Christian provinces and wreaked havoc on the j 
feebler races in Luzon. 
Today along the island coasts are hun-; 
dreds of watch towers erected many years ago to give warning 
of the approach of Moro invaders. 
Even Spain was unable to 
cope with the Moro powTer and never cdfiquered Mindanao Province 
holding only a few small military settlem ents, which frequently 
w’ere overwnelmed by the natives. 
According to authorities like Dean C. Worcester, the Mo­ 
hammedan races never will submit willingly to Christian Filipino 
rule. 
Ex-Governor Frank Carpenter, it is acknowledged, has 
done great work in reconciling the Moros to American rule. 
He 
w’as instrumental in persuading the Sultan of Sulu to relinquish 
his temporal powrer, though the Sultan retains 
his 
religious 
leadership of the Mohammedans in the Philippines and even in 
British, North Borneo, adjoining. 
Under the Harrison regime the Filipino was given an in­ 
creasing share in the Mindanao administration and Christians 
were encouraged to settle there, but the sporadic outbreaks con­ 
tinue. 
A few days before the Wood-Forbes mission reached the 
Philippines ninety-three Moros were killed in a pitched battle 
with the native constabulary. 
Wrhile certain Filipino politicians loudly assert that Chris­ 
tians could govern the Mohammedans successfully, those closest 
in touch with the situation are skeptical, some even saying that 
the Moros desire Philippine independence in order to sweep the 
Filipino “unbelievers” into the sea. 
The first Moro delegation m eeting with General Wood stated 
they were satisfied with the Filipino Governor in their province,! 
but feared the public schools would alienate their children fromj 
Mohammedanism. 
General Wood assured the chiefs that neither 
the Filipino nor the American Government would interfere with 
Mohammedanism through the schools, and declared that religion 
must be left to the churches and the homes. 
Education is reported to be progressing slowly, w’lth a hand­ 
ful of American and Moro teachers and a much larger number of: 
Filipino teachers.

taught. 
It is believed the Wood-Forbes m ission’s report dealing 
with the Mohammedan provinces 
will be significant, 
as the 
Christians do not desire a separate Mindanao Province, 
which 
potentially is the richest area in the archipelago, although the; 
religious problem and the old racial hatreds admittedly are a hard; 
nut for them to crack. 
The race problem also is complicated by! 
the presence of a la rg e number of Japanese planters.
